OF HOMESTEADER 
WHO JOINS ARMY 


—_— 


Ottawa, June 27.—There have been 
innumerable inquiries at Ottawa as 
to the status of homesteaders who 
have enlisted for active ‘service. As 
their have been many rullngs by the 
department and men from all parts 
‘pf the Dominipn are interested in 
\these various rulinzs, a summary is 
of value. 

The Dominion lands act, as it nov 
stands, makes certain provision for 
military service. Section 22 of the 
act provides that a Canadian volun- 
teer holding a homcstead may count 
his active military service as per- 
formance of residence. Section 22 ni 
the act provides that any such vol- 
unteer who is disabled by wounds 
or illness while on active cerslice may 
receive patent forthw th. 
| To supplement these provisions or- 
ders in council were passed in May 
and Septzmber of 1915 providing that 
when an entrant had been Killed on 
active service patent might be issu- 
ed. without calling on the heirs to 
perform any further settlement du 
ties and without requiring a formal 
application for patent or the filing 
of letters of administration. The pa- 
tent when issued will be forwarded to 
the registrar for the district in which 
the land is situated and it would 
then rest with the heirs to obtain 
the necessary authority from the 
courts to deal with the land. 
| Shortly after the outbreak of the 
war there arose the question of ex- 
tending the same privileges to Brit- 
ish and foreign reservists. In May, 
1915, an order was pass:d authoriz- 
‘ing this action. The wording of the 
order being somewhat ambiguous 
and the question of its interpretat- 
ion haying been raised an amending 
order was. pessed in September of 
the same year, This authorized not 
only that all. privileges conferred to 
Canadian soldiers should be extended 
to all reservists fighting on tho side 
of Great Britain and the Allies of 
; Great Britain, but that a patcnt 
imight ke issued to disabled soldiers 
“Without calling for the performance 
of any further duties and without 
Tequiring an application for patent, 
and also providing for the issue of 
patent in the name of a deceased al- 
ien entrant wi.thont requiring any 
further duties or the making of a 
formal application for patent or il- 
ing of letters of administration. 
These orders were extended so as to 
grant the same concessions to the 
naval service as to the military ser- 
vice. 

The question has arisen of a man 
taking out an homestead entry the 
day he enlisted or after he had en- 
listed. In the case of a British re- 
servist who secured g homestead en- 
try on the same day he was called 
to the colors, he has been’ given. the 
same privileges as men who had thy 
homesteads when they enlistzd. How- 
ever, Hon. Dr. Roche, minister of 
interior, has ruled that persons who 
secured entry after their enlistment 
or of their re-call to che colors will 
only be granted protection during 
the term of their military s:svice and 
will not further participate in the 
benefits of the order-in-council. Un- 
der a ruling of May 13,1916, where 
the entry is made after. enlistment 
and the homesteader is killed in act- 
ion the legal representatives will be 
expected to complete the duties oth- 
er than residence in the same way as 
in ordinary cases of homestead en- 
try.

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The World’s Markets 


Chicago, June 27.—Disappointment 
over the smallness of export sales 
of United States wheat caused a re- 
action today from an early: advance 


in the wheat market here. Prices 
closed nervous'at the same as yes- 
terday’s finish, to }c lower, with 


July at $1,013 and September 
$1.042. 

At the outset the bulls in wheat 
were encouraged by higher cable quo 
tations and qy an inference that 
European demand would show a mot- 
able improvement. Free speculative 
purchasing was evident, and until 
midday the majority of dealers were 
‘disposed to ignore etter harves: 
weather lin the southwost and also 
to dizregard the fact that the worlds 
available stock total was the largest 
ever recorded for June. Instead, em- 
phasis was put on the possible harm 
which might result from rains in Ne- 
braska, where the cutting of the new 
crop was expected to begin within a 
week. 

Bearish reactions in the wheat 
market formed therule during the 
last hour, when signs were evident 
that the hopes of any substantial en- 
largement of export sales toda would 
be unfilled. The only amount of do- 
mestic wheat grown that was cer- 
tainly known to. be dispos2d of for 
ocean shipment was 25,000 bushels at 
Omaha, After the close, estimates 
were made that Burope had bought 
500,000 bushels, but it was said that 
as heretofore of late, the bulk was 
from Canada. 

Oats were easy owing to the re- 
ports of splendid crop progress, and 
moreover, available stocks of 31,000- 
000 bushels in excess of last year’s 
total,
